but increasing the safety factor by a 
large .margin.

The young colonel, with his official 


escort of notables and siren-screaming 
motorcycle policemen, left almost im- 
mediately for White Sox baseball park, 
scene • of Chicago's annual 
police 


games. 


Chicago got a chance to vent the 


long pent up welcome to the lone flyer 
of the Atlantic. 
When he first was 


sighted over the far southern edge of 
the city whistles were blown and bells 
rung .in a steady crescendo of sound 
that swept the miles of Chicago's 
length up Lake Michigan. 
In the 


downtown district, over which Lind- 
bergh circled under a suspension of a 
six year old ordinance drawn after a 
disaster to prevent such flying, crowds 
stood on roof tops, fire escapes and in 
the streets to cheer.

There are 
approximately 200.000 Indians in 
this department, with the whites 
decidedly in the minority. 


The charge has been made in 


congress by the minister of in- 
terior that communist agents are 
responsible for the outbreak in- 
citing the Indians to nationwide 
rebellion to establish .the suprem- 
acy • of their race and 
obtain 


ownership of all lands. 
In Tomoya, an alleged com- 


munist. Luis Xavarro. has been 
taken into custody, accused of 
arousing the Indians to lawless 
acts. 


\Vhltc inhabitants of the three 


departments where the disturb- 
ances started have been slain and 
their homts. burned by the In- 
dians, who. armed for the most 
part with clubs and slingshots arc 
reported to be set out to destroy 
every vestige of the white man's 
civilization.

Boston—(XP)—The hunger strike of 


Nicola Sacco was unbroken Saturday 
when the breakfast trays were re- 
moved from the .cells. 
Bartolomco 


Vanzetti strengthened and prepared 
by the liquid foods taken Friday after 
his fast, ate two frankfurters, bread, 
milk and coffee and suffered none of 
the ill effect felt previously when he 
suddenly broke fast. 


Sacco will have fasted 28 days Sat- 


urday but has yet to show any signs 
of weakness. 


Rumors that the prisoner had col- 


lapsed or had gone mad brought quick 
denials from the prison and a declara- 
tion by Warden Hendry that if they 
persisted, he would consider refu» 
ing any further information on the 
condition of either man. 


Dr. McLaughlin, the prison phy- 


sician, talked with Sacco. who walked 
to his cell door with little effort. 


Dr. McLaughlin does not feel any 


ccncern for Sacco's health. 
Sacco's aversion to forcible feeding 


is well understood. Once before lie 
attempted a hunger strike white'in 
the Dedham jail. He refused food for 
a month but when the authorities re 
sorted to stronger methods than per- 
suasion Sacco's 
strike came to a 


quick end. 


Bartolomeo Vanzetti was cheered 


b> the news that his sister, who has 
been detained a week in France by 
passport difficulties, was finally to 
sail. 


Shortly before his scheduled exe- 


cution last Thursday morning he ex- 
pressed regret that he could not see 
her 'before he died, and after being 
respited declared his joy at the pros- 
pect of a reunion before he must go 
to the electric chair, should the courts 
refuse his latest pleas. l"r,

Builder Of Model Airplane Must Use Extreme Care 


In Shaping Propeller Of His Minature Machine 


Tlito Is the third In a series of arti- 


cles prepared by the Playground and 
Recreation A«soe!atioirof America tell- 
ing how to build and fly model air- 
planes. 


Tho glider Is an airplane that coasts 


through the uir, gliding forward as It 
drops to the ground. 


A motored airplane Is simply a glid- 


er that carries its own motive power. 
Tho propeller, mounted either on the 
nose or at the tall, pulls or pubhcs it 
through the air, working On the same 
principle that makes 
a screw go 


through wood. 


The maker of model airplanes will 


find the prdpeller one of the most Im- 
portant parts of his machine. Many a 
well-built model fails to .fly because Its 
propeller is improperly made. Yet the 
propeller is not hard to make if care is 
taken and instructions are 
followed 


closely. 


' 
USE VERY LIGHT WOOD 


Make your propeller of the- lightest 


wood obtainable. Balsa wood is the 
best, because it Is extremely light and 
can be carved more easily than any 
other wood. If It is not obtainable, 
however, pine or spruce will do. Get 
an oblong piece of wood which is as 
long as you intend your propeller to 
be. It should be stated here that the 
size of tho propeller depends on the 
size of the plane; for a small model five 
inches is a good length for the propel- 
ler; for larger models the length of the 
propeller may be 10 or 12 inches. 


Wo will assume that you are mak- 


ing, a propeller for a plane 36 inches 
long. Your propeller, then should be 
10 inctfes long, seven-eights o£ an inch 
•wide and five-eights of an inch thick. 


First draw one blade of the'propeller 


on, a piece of thin paper, following In 
the shape shown in figure one. Then 
lay this aside and take your^block of 
wood, cut down to the dimensions 
given above. Draw the two lines AB 
and CD on it, straight through 
the 


middle lengthwise and crosswise as 
shown in Figure Two. This gives you 
the exact center of the piece of wood. 


Then lay the blade you drew on 


paper on the wood putting the center of 
the hub right over the place where the 
lines AB and CD cross. Stick a pin 
through the paper at that point, and 
trace onto the wood, making a mark 
at the point where the tip of the blade 
hits the line CD, as shown in Figure 
Three. This done, swing the 
blade 


around so that this mark hits the line 
at the other end of the wood, and 
trace it again. You now have your 
propeller completely outlined. 


If you have a jig-saw, use It to cut 


the outlined propeller out; if, not, a 
jack knife will-do very wellr' When 
you have the propeller cut- out, as 
shown in Figure Four, you are reads' 
to start'shaping it. 


Begin with the curved edge, 
as 


shown in Figuie Five. Leave the 
straight edge high, and cut down to 
the bottom of_the curved edge. This 
•will give your" propeller the appear- 
ance shown in Figure Six. The face of 
the blade should be slightly convex, or 
hollow. Then do the same thing to 
the other blade, as shown in Figure 
even.-**' -t

Now you are ready to trim the lower 


side of th*e propeller. This must be 
done carefully; you must get the blade 
as thiri as possible, bue be careful not

to cut clear through. When you are 
all through, the propeller will look like 
Figure Eight. 


PROPELLER MUST BALANCE 
Now make the hole for the shaft. 


Bore this in the center of the hub. 
If you are using balsa wood you will 
find you can push an ordinary pin 
right through; with pine or spruce 
you will probably havejto use a very 


fine drill. Be sure to get the 
hole 


perfectly straight. When it has been 
made, put' a pin through and balance 
the propeler. If one blade is heavier 
than the other, shave it down so that 
the propeller balances perfectly. This 
is highly important, as the plane will 
not fly properly unless both blades are 
identical in weigJffc 


It is best to sandpaper the propeller 


thoroughly after you have finished it. 
You can also cut the 'hub down 
to 


make it thin and reduce weight, al 
though on your first job it is well to 
leave the hub fairly thick, thus avoid' 
ing the danger of breakage. 


Figure nine shows how the propeller 


'is mounted on the plane. This part of 
the job wil be described in detail in the 
next article; you had better save this 
picture for guidance later on.

Back On Sound Footing 


Minncap '»—Roger W. Babson ar 


ranged his trip to the Pacific Coas 
so as to return by the "Milwaukee" 
road. This is the only transcontinen 
tal lino which has been thrown Int 
receivership during the last twentj 
years. In this interview Mr. Babson 
describes the history and outlook fo 
this property. His statement follow: 
In part: 


"Tho original owners of the Chica- 


go, Mihvaukpe and St. Paul Railroac 
were of the most conservative type 
Considerable English money was in 
vested in the undertaking and the 
road's credit, uptto IS years ago, wa 
the very highest, the common stock 
selling around $200 a share. Twenty 
five years ago wealthy men liked tc 
own a railroad 
whether they knev 


anything about railroading or not. 
This desire was probably prompted b> 
the same instinct,which makes a toy 
train attractive to a small boy. 


Certain men who had made a lot o 


money in connection with oil and cop 
per decided to buy the' Milwauke 
Railroad and they did. After pur 
chasing it they decided to bull 
through to the Pacific Coast. Sitting 
in their offices in New York these men 
ordered this difficult and expensiv. 
1400 miles extension from the Mlssour 
River to Seattle and Tacoma as they 
would order a steak for dinner. 


SOLD AT LOSS 


"Soon after the extension was bull! 


these men saw that they had made a 
mistake. If it takes courage and in 
dicates good judgment to sell at a los. 
and get out of a bad thing, these men 
certainly had both courage and goo< 
judgment. Soon after this the stool 
started on its great decline and the 
'dear public' became the owners o 
the Milwaukee Road. 
The common 


stock fell from 199 to 3*4 and the pre 
ferred, which heretofore was consider 
ed of the highest grade railroad invest 
ments, fell from 218 to 7. Finally in 
1925 a receiver was appointed for the 
property. Since that date Kuhn, Ix>el 
& Co. ,and other bankers have been 
working on a plan of reorganization 
which is now awaiting the approva 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion. This plan provides, for raising 
new money by an assessment on the 
stockholders (although these stock 
holders are. to be given some bonds 
for their new income; a radical reduc 
tion in the'fixed charges for at leas 
five years; and provision for a new 
prior lien issue to provide-for future 
financing. 
This 
reduction in fixed 


charges is being accomplished by giv 
in gincome bonds to all old bondhold 
ers except the holders of underlying 
liens. Therefore, most of the bond 
holders are to get, in place of their 
present holdings, an 
income bon< 


which will probably sell in the 50s 
when received. This is the present state 
of the property and surely it carries 
lesson to every business man; namely 
because you have been successful 
in 


some industry remember your success 
may largely have been due to luck 
and that you probably will not be so 
successful in your next venture. 


. CAUSE OF TROUBLES 


'Former owners of the road claim 


that the extension to the Coast was 
the real .cause of their troubles.- They 
insist that if the war had not come on 
when it did and if the politicians hat 
not instituted a campaign of railroad 
persecution, everything would have 
have come out all right. A study o: 
the situation, however, shows 
that 


there were other contributing causes 
For, instance, this extension was built 
with the idea that Alaska was to 
have a great development and that 
Seattle was to become the greatesl 
seaport for Oriental trade.

are 854 miles apart. This means tha 
there is a gap of less than 200 mile 
which is not electrified. 
This slior 


unelectrlfled stretch is directly west o 
Spokane. 
Power is purchased from 


the Montana Power Company for the 
eastern, end and from the Washington 
Power Company for the western end 
Direct current motors are used and 
these serve as brakes when the train 
goes down inclines. "By this process 
of breaking the electric locomotives 
generate about 10 per cent of the cur 
rent consumed. 
I rode across th 


Continental Divide in one of thesi 
mammouth electric locomotives tha 
cost over $200,000 each or about four 
times the cost of a modern steam loco 
motive. While in the cab I could no 
help being impressed with the ease o: 
control, the freedom from jar and th< 
many other advantages 
of electric 


power especially if used in a country 
which suffers little from snow and 
winter. Moreover, I believe that 
roller bearings are" useful in eliminat 
ing stopping and starting Jars with a 
steam locomotive. 


"As to whether or not the- electrifl 


cation of railroads, except 
on line, 


with a dense traffic,-is economical, 
am not prepared to say. The genera 
impression is that the copper 
inter

SURE TO COME BACK 


"It is difficult now to say just when 


the Milwaukee will come back, but i 
is sure to come back some day. At the 
moment the situation largely depends 
upon what Washington does in con 
nection with the money which the 
Milwaukee owes the Government an 
the freight rates which it is allowed to 
charge. With a 4% Per cent interes 
rate on the Government loan and fai 
freight rates, interest could be paid on

So 
long as the nationalist movement was 
confined to Canton and the program of 
converting or conquering China to its 
program was a campaign of planning 
rather than of execution the motives of 
the Russians were well concealed. With 
the advance of the nationalist movement 
last winter and its triumph up to the 
gates of Peking, the red emissaries dis- 
closed themselves in their true color. 
They immediately commenced to incite 
the Chinese to communism and anti-for- 
eign reprisal.- For a time it looked as 
though the Koumintang. or people's par- 
ty, which was the political vehicle of the 
nationalists, would be contaminated if not 
controlled by communism. 


The death knell of this Russian con- 


spiracy against China was sounded when 
the United States refused to intervene and 
use force for the protection of. .foreign in- 
terests. This caused Great Britain to 
adopt practical ly the same course, and 
Japan readily fell into line. The result was 
that instead of the landing of a formidable 
allied force for the preservation of foreign 
concessions, 
special rights, etc., 
the 


Chinese were left to work out their own 
problem. Assurances even were-given that 
when the civil conflict was over treaties 
would be negotiated "with a responsible 
Chinese government terminating extra 
territoriality, uni-lateral treaties and oth- 
er objectionable phases of what was clear, 
ly unjust exploitation. 


In the face of this foreign restraint and 


exhibition of good will, so firmly advanc- 
ed and insisted upon by the United 
States, the Russian conspiracy fell flat. It 
had nothng on which to feed its propa- 
ganda against the western powers and 
capitalism. 
The result is that in eight 


months time China has practically wash- 
ed its hands clean of communism, and 
seems to be saved from it's borings at least 
for the present.

A southern correspondent told us (he oilier day 


how lie discovered that eating: tomatoes caused his 
right eye to swell up and close. After a small army 
of common or garden doctors and a similar aimy 
of specialists had done their stufC after the manner 
of such appuitcnances In p. m. testimonials, the 
correspondent's druggist casually asked wlic.thcr~lic 
ate tomatoes and on receiving an affirmative answer 
laconic.illy prescribed cut 'em out. 


Poison is not a fair word for tomatoes In such a 


case. Remember how the blacksmith, in his ante- 
mortcm ravings, demanded pork and beans and re- 
turned to work nc\t morning, although the tailor 
when similarly stricken and Induced by force to 
gulp a few porks and a portion of the bean, had to 
be measured for a wooden suit. 


One old-fashioned term for the peculiar effect the 


tomatoes had in this instance was "the tomatoes 
disagreed." But this term was not very satisfac- 
tory then and can hardly pass muster now. What 
do you mean, disagreed? For that matter, how do 
you account for a disagreement on the :-a: t of any 
food or food substance that normal individuals take 
without any trouble or that even the present indi- 
vidual has taken on other occasions without trou- 
ble? To say any food item "disagreed" is just as 
thoughtful and significant as it is to tell your pre- 
spinng friends it is a very warm day. 


Another old term for it was "idiosyncrasy}' The 


old time doctors were fond of this term because it 
tended to quell and overawe the patient's curiosity. 
The patient had an idiosyncrasy for lobster, straw- 
berries, quinine, cat hair, horse dander, egg white, 
primrose of whatnot, ;.nd the old .time patients were 
as pleased with the ponderous diagnosis as present 
day patients are with such impressive yet mean- 
ingless terms as, autointoxications-neurasthenia and 
toxic this or that. 


There is no simple term for the peculiar effects 


certain protein substances in foods produce in cer- 
tain individuals. We know how important this is 
.in the causation of riany cases of asthma, hives, 
eczema, and various, other skin and systemic dis- 
turbances, and we know .that protein substances 
other than foods may produce virtually th"e same 
extraordinary reactions if they sain entrance to the 
blood through other portals than normal digestion. 
The present medical terms for such abnormal re- 
action to food or foreign proteins are "alleigy" and 
"anaphyla\is." Until science solves the mystery of 
allergic or anaphylactic-reactions there is no point 
in trying to find simpler terms to suggest this pe- 
culiar sensitiveness. 


Strange it is, to physicians as well as parent, that 


certain infants, the first time they take any egg 
white, suffer a severe reaction, witlvburning and 
swelling of mucous membranes, vomiting diarrhea, 
sometimes alarming prostration or collapse-, the at- 
tack lasting a few hours. Sometimes a difficulty of 
breathing, resembling asthma, accompanies the up- 
set. In some instances the infant reacts to, the egg 
white with a sudden outbreak of hives instead of 
the digestive disturbance. This peculiar sensitiza- 
tion, when it occurs in an infant, gradually d'sap- 
appears in childhood, as a rule. It is probably more 
likely to disappear if the nature and cause of the 
reactions is not recognized and the child conse- 
quently receives repeated offerings of the food re- 
sponsible. In some instances, we know, at any rate, 
this abnormal sensitivity may be completely over- 
come by specific immunization—that is, administer- 
ing to the sensitive individual minute doses of the 
offending protein substance, and gradually increas- 
ing the dosage until immunity is "attained.

May I ask you to write a small article about the 


unsanitary and unhygienic practice of boiling eggs 
and using the water they have boiled .in to make 
tea with. (F, S.) 


Answer—I should not consider, it unsanitary or 


unhygienic to use the water eggs have bailed in to 
make tea. And if the eggs are clean it would not 
seem objectionable even from the esthetic point of 
view. Still I know of no advantage in using such 
water for making tea. except the saving in fuel. 


Going to the Mountains 


Sister and I plan to spend our two weeks vaca- 


I hvae Ben Told that one 
with any kind of heart trouble should not go to the 
mountains. My sister has a very rapid puke and I 
wonder if we should chance our plans .

VICE-PRESIDENT GAINS FAVOR 


Washington, D. C. — Amid all the 


uncertainty as to what will develop 
politically during next 18 months, one 
thing stands out as an odds-on bet. 
There may be doubt as to -whether 
President Coolidge will be forced to 
be a candidate to succeed himself, or 
as to whether he would be elected if 
he is. It may be essentially a matter 
of speculation as to whom the Demo- 
crats will name as their candidate 
for the Presidency, and whoever the 
nominees of the major parties may 
be there still will be a lot of tall and 
lofty guessing as to what will happen 
at the polls. 


Ko one can be sure -whether 
the 


third term, farmers' relief, economy, 
the tariff, states' rights, or Volstead- 
ism -vfill be the controlling issue in 
the next national campaign, and it is 
quite possible > that definite informa- 
tion will not be available until after 
the votes have been^counted. 


No one can do more1 than offer an 


opinion or a guess as to whether the 
next President will be one of the men 
now prominently before the public as 
a prospective candidate or a man 
now comparatively unknown and un- 
thought of in that connection. • 


But one thing in 'connection with 


the politics of 1928 can be set-down 
now as "certain, as death and% taxes 
—no one will decline the nomination 
for Vice President next' year. 


The Vice-Presidency is gaining in 


favor. Charles G. Dawes has proved 
that the office need not be regarded as 
the tomb of political hope and that 
the man who takes on the job is not 
necessarily relegated to obscurity. Il» 
may not have upset comp!etfly_ the 
traditions surrounding the office, but 
the persistency with which his name 
is included in any mention of presi- 
dential possibilities shows that he-has 
at leabt kept himself favorably be- 
fore the public. 


NINE OUT OF TWENTY-NINE 
And then ^tatcsmen who grow to 


what they regard as presidential sta- 
ture arc giving more thought to the 
fact that out of the twenty-nine men 
who have held the office of Vice Pres- 
ident, nine have become Presidents. A 
51 per cent chance at the big prize is 
not lightly to be regarded. 


The first three men who gained 


this promotion did so "on their own." 
so to speak. That Is. after serving 
their terms in the nation's second of- 
ficial po&t they went out and got 
themselves elected to the first. They 
were John Adams, Thomas Jefferson 
and Martin Van Buren. John Tyler. 
Mil lard Fillmorc, Andrew Johnson. 
Chester A. Arthur, Theodore Roose- 
velt, and Calvin Coolidge gained their 
promotions through the deaths of the 
elected 
Presidents. 
Roosevelt and 


Coolidce were the onlyl ones to win 
election to-the Presidency after serv- 


ing the unexpired terms of their pre- 
decessors. 


Adams, first 
of Vice Presidents, 


was the first to cast aspersions upon 
the office. He did not like it and said 
many things about it that went far 
toward creating the tradition that the 
Vice-Presidency was • anythlng"^but a 
preferment to be desired. 
Yet stu- 


dents of politics say that in all prob- 
ability Adams would not have been 
elected President "fcad he not been 
Vice President. 


Jefferson, doubtless, 
would 
have 


been elected President In any event. 
It is true that there was'a tie vote 
in the electoral college between him 
and Aaron Burr and the election was 
thrown into the House of Represent- 
atives, \vhere he was the victor large- 
ly through the influence of "Alexan- 
der Hamilton, but in view of the pol- 
itical trend at that time and his' un- 
disputed leadership of the movement 
had another job all blocked, out for 
it is incredible that he would not have 
been elected President even though 
he had been second to Burr tempor- 
arily. 


Martin Van Buren unquestionably 


would never have been President had 
he not been Vice President, and -he 
would not have held the latter posi- 
tion but for the fact that he was --"the 
fair-haired boy" of the Jackbon" re- 
gime. Jackson made him Secretary of 
State and later appointed him Min- 
ister to England. The Senate rejected 
this appointment, but before he could 
get back from over-seas, 
Jackson 


had another job all blocked out for 
him and had brought about his nom- 
ination as Vice President. The Jack- 
son influence likewise carried Jiim 
through to the nomination for Pres- 
ident. 
The nominating convention was 


held. May 20, 1S35 — 'considerably 
more than a year earlier than modern 
conventions — and Van Buren "was 
its unanimous choice. He v/as - re- 
nominated unanimously in 1S40, but 
failed of re-election.
